A Vast Viaduct. 

There has recently been opened, be- 
tween the two New Zealand cities of 
Auckland and Wellington—some 300 
miles apart--a remarkable piece of en- 
gineering work, the Mukatote Railway 


‘viaduct, 


It is situated about midway between 
the cities named, close to the base of 
Mount Ruapehu, and at a level of 
2,600 feet ubove the sea. It spans the 
Makatote Gorge at a point where it is 
about 1,000) feet a and 300 feet 
deep, and is approached by cuttings 
through the banks on both sides, 
Dense bush covered the whole of the 
site and district before the construe- 
tion of the viaduct, and as this has 
been cut down only where necessary, 
it remains to enhance the grandeur 
of the seenery of the neighborhood, 

The snow-capped Mownt Ruapehu, 
9,175 feet high, some seven miles 
away, forms a fine prospect from the 
site, while in clear weather Mount 
Egmont, 50 miles to westward, ean be 
seen The viaduet consists of five 
braced steel piers, ranging in height 
from conerete base to top of hand- 
rail from 240 feet, the structure being 
about 260 feet from bed of creek to 
top of rail. The piers carry five spans, 
exch of 100 feet long. The viaduct, 
with the approach spans, is 869 feet 
long over the girders, and, with the 
abutments, haa a total length of 895 
feet. There are 5,75& enbie yards of 
conerete in the foundations and end 
piers, and 1,000 tons of steel-work in 
the braced piers and superstructure,

-Resolyed, That this convention of 
the teachers of the Calgary inspector- 
ate urge upon the attention of the 
minister and the department of educa- 
tion the necessity for a thorough revis- 
ion of dhe curriculum of studies in 
both ptiblie and high school stand- | 
ards, this revision to haye in yiew the 
object of relieving rather than further 
overcrowding the present heavy course 
of studies, Understanding that a com- 
mission ha& been proposed by the de- 
partment of education for the purpose 
of considering the revision of the pro-| 
gram, we would respectfully request 
that ample representation be given on 
this commission to the public school 
teachers of the province.” 

The committee presented another 
resolution approving the idea of or- 
ganizing a provincial educational as- 
sociation to include all the eduecation- 
al interests of the provinee and sug- 
gesting that when a provincial teach- 
ers’ conyention can be arranged it 
should be held during the week fol- 
lowing Easter This was also adopted. 

Prof. S. Y. Taylor then proyoked a 
debate by moving that the govern- 
ment be asked to inake a grant for the 
purpose of assisting the association 
financially, particularly for the pur- 
pose of bringing expert instructions to! 
the city to address the teachers on 
pedagogical subjects during the an- 
nual meetings He said such a grant 
was also needed to assist in establish. 
ing a professional teachers’ library for 
this insnectorate, 

Prof. Hay took issue with him, be- 
lieving that it was asking too much of 
the government and would prove un- 
wise, 

Prof. W. T. Broad, of Crescent 
Heights, spoke warmly in synport of 
the motion, saying that the plan ia in 
vorue in most of the States, each State 
making a liberal grant for the pur- 
pose, The motion carried, and the 
teachers displayed enthusiasm over!

FUR INDUSTRY IN FAR NORTH | 


Centre of the Fur Industry Will Now 
Move Northward—Catch Will Not | 
Be Heavy This Seasor 


Calgary.—MeMurray, the northern | 
ways railroad, will be the future fur | 
centre of the northwest in the opinion 
of J. K. Cornwall, M.P.P., who was) 
in the city recent'y. Mr. Cornwall is 
suid to have brought more fur out of! 
the far north than any other man, | 
having got into the business years 
ago as a hunter «nd trapper. He was 
hunting fur arcund Calgary when 
Calgary was almost as important a 
fur centre as EF dsnonton is now, 

“The inevitable result of the con- 
struction of the Great Waterways 
railroad 350 miles porthwest of Kd- 
monton to the junction of the Atha- 
baska and Clearwater rivers at Fort 
MeMurray will be to shift the fur 
centre to the terminal town,” he said. 
“Twenty-five years ngo Edmonton was 
the biggest fur centre in the world, but 
with the encroachment of the rail 
rounds 1 the north other towns are 
springing up which are teking some of 
this trade away from her. She is fast 
losing her identity as a fur centre and 
developing into a manufacturing and 
railrond city. 

“The fur belt begins now, you micht 
sev, 400 miles north of E¢monton. The 
intervening country with its wealth of 
acricultural and mineral resources is 
falling under the sway of the pros- 
pector and farmer, This country is 
being settled now just as the country

Ottawa, Ont.—The report of the see- 


retary of state for the lust fiseal year 


was tabled in the house of 
commons recently. It says that the 
number of charters issued under the 
companies’ act during the year was 
366. The total capitalizNtion of all the 
companies for the year was $119,324,- 
375 and the capitalization of the ex- 
isting companies Was increased — by 
$42,203,000 which is more than double 
that of the largest previous year and 
Within some eleven millions of the 
entire additional capitalization of the 
old companies inthe lost nine years 

The report states that the numbet 
of naturalized citizens in the farming 
section of western Canada was more 
than double that of the previous year 
while the record of cases of re-nd- 
wiission to British netionality indi. 
cates a fresh activity in the field of 
repatriation. 

During the year 198, 25,751 persons 
were naturalized, of these 715 were re 
edmitted to British nationality. Of 
these naturalized lest vear, 9.000 were 
from the United Stetes, 3,982 from 
Sustria, 3.046 from Russia, 1.852 from 
Italy, 1,083 from CGuaticia, 905 from 
Sweden, 652 from France, 680° from 
Hunyary, 975 from Germany, 444 from 
Norway, 450 from depen, 365 from 
China, 828 from Finland, 318 from 
Belvium and 187 from Leeland.
